TOUR  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 


The  Northeast  Mississippi  Junior  College  offered  a  28-day  foreign  travel-study  program,  a  literary  tour  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  from  May  10  —  June  6,  1977. 

In  connection  with  Educational  Projects  International,  educational  travel  consultants,  twenty-eight  (28) 
Northeast  students  traveled  from  Booneville  to  Memphis  and,  via  New  York  to  London. 

After  several  days  in  London,  the  tour  left  by  train  and  in  the  succeeding  days  traveled  to  Wales  and  then 
north  to  Scotland.  Stops  were  made  in  such  historic  cities  as  Canterbury,  Oxford,  Salisbury,  Stratford-on- 
Aveon,  Edinburgh,  and  Loch  Ness.  An  added  attraction  was  a  trip  across  the  English  Channel  and  a  day  in 
the  French  city  of  Boulougne. 

Northeast  awarded  three  hours  of  college  credit  in  English  literature  2233  or  2243  or  three  hours  were 
obtained  in  World  literature  2273  or  2283  by  those  who  desired  to  register  for  it.

The  Northeast  Mississippi  Junior  College,  like  many  other  two- 
year  institutions,  is  rapidly  becoming  a  true  community  college 
serving  the  broad  range  of  needs  of  the  entire  population.

It  is  estimated  that  the  present  scientific  knowledge  will 
be  doubled  within  the  next  decade.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  a  person  entering  the  work  force  today  will  change 
occupations  on  an  average  of  five  times;  hence,  retraining  is  necessary  for  each  new  job.

All  principles 
covered  in  class  are  put  to  practice  during  field  exercises. 

The  course  curriculum  is  designed  with  twenty-six  areas  of  accomplishment,  such  as  timber  marking,  cruising 
techniques,  writing  logging  contract,  and  balancing  logging  crews. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  the  prescribed  curriculum  the  Associate  of  Applied  Science  degree  is 
awarded.
